They Are Built to Resist ths Shock of 
sn Esrthqusko, 

A reuiarkublc fuel in .liipaii is that 
pagodas built liundrtHls of years ugo 
embody the priiiclple of the modem 
seismograph, which Is to minimize tbe 
rffect of earthquake motion by the 
eombinatlon of an iurerted pendulum 
with an ordinary (leiiduluni, or. lu 
other words, by the union of a stable 
and an unstable structure to prtslure a 
neutral stability, which renders the 
whole building least sensible to earth- 
quake sbcM'k. 

In the hollow well of every five sto- 
ried pagoda a heavy mass of limber Is 
suspeod<‘d freely, like an exnggeruletl 
tongue, from the top right to the 
ground, but uot iu coiiiact with II. and 
at the shock of an eariliqiiake this 
large |M‘ndiiliim alowly swings and the 
structure sways nnd then settles back 
safely upon Its base. 

This Is also the principle foPowctl In 
the consiriicllon of ail liell towers 
throughout .lapan. where ibe Ih>II acts 
ns pendulum, ami ihe rofif. siipitoried 
liy posts, forms an Inverted pendulum, 
ns Id Ibe seismograph. 

When an eariliquakeocr-urs a pagfsla 
or a l>ell tower may be rntalisl or dis- 
placpil. but it cannot be overturned ns 
a whole.-Wlde World .Magazine.

Of the monarcht wbo have reigned 
over England alnce tbe days of tbe 
Norman conquest nearly one-<|barter of 
tbe number have met vtoleut deaths. 
William 1. was killed by a fall from 
his borse, William 11. waa abot while 
bunting, whether by accldeut or de- 
sign Is still one of tbe unsolved prob- 
lems of bistory; itlcbard I. was killed 
by a shaft from a crossbrow while 
liealeging tbe city of Chalux. In France; 
itlcbard II. was murdered In I’ontefract 
caltle, Edward II. was murdered In 
Berkeley castle and Edward V. in the 
Tower of London. KlcbarO III. was 
killed on tbe battlefield of Boswortb. 
and Charles 1. bad bis bead cut off In 
lAiadon. 

Ellsabetb'a death was hastened by 
remorse tbat sbe bad ordered tbe ex- 
ecution of Essex, and ber sister Mary 
sickened and died soou after the loss 
of Calais, declaring tbat tbe name of 
that city would be found after death 
written on ber heart.

paresis. Charles 11.. Henry VIll.. Ed- 
ward IV. sod George IV. hastened tbelr 
deaths by tbe lives they lived. Only 
two mooarebs died of that great na- 
tional scourge, cousumptloo. They 
were Edward VI. sod Henry VH. 
Queen Anne's death was due ss much 
aa anything else to overfeeding. Onl.v 
two monarebs. Henry VI. and George 
III., died after long lllnesses.-London
